Tuesday,  October  15,  1918,  11:30  a.  m. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  of  the  Standing  Committee  acting  as  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Third  Special  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York  met  at  the  above  time  and  place  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  transacting  such 
other  business  as  might  properly  come  before  it. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Council  to  order. 

An  epidemic  of  influenza  prevailing  in  the  city  and  throughout 
the  country,  the  Council,  there  being  no  quorum  present,  in 
compliance  with  the  general  orders  of  the  Health  Authorities,  on 
motion,  resolved  that  when  it  adjourns  it  adjourn  to  meet  on 
Thursday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  November,  1918,  at  11  :oo  a.  m.,  at 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Rochester,  and  that  there  be  at  that  hour  a 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  mail  to  the  parishes 
and  missions  of  the  Diocese  due  notice  of  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council  to  the  date  named  in  the  preceding  resolution;  and  to 
include  with  the  notice  a  reminder  to  continue  earnestly  in  prayer 
that  there  may  be  chosen  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  after  God’s  own 
heart. 

The  minutes  were  read  and,  on  motion,  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned,  to  meet  at  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  at  11  :oo  a.  m.,  on  Thursday,  the  fourteenth  day 
of  N  ovember ,  1918.

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  this  Third  Special 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  sitting  in  this  church 
by  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
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October,  1918,  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Council  convened  at 
the  above  mentioned  time  and  place. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  ,the  celebrant  being  the 
Rev.  C.  M.  Sills,  D.D.,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  R.  Goodwin, 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Jessup,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Davis. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  being  absent  on  War  duty  in  France  where  he  is 
serving  as  Senior  Chaplain  General. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  more  than  the  canonical  number 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  delegates,  necessary  to  a  quorum,  were  present. 
There  were,  in  all,  sixty-eight  Clerical  Delegates,  and  one  hundred 
seven  Lay  delegates  representing  fifty  parishes  and  missions,  in 
attendance  upon  the  Council  at  this  second  session.  The  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Diocese  also  was  present. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Presiding  Officer. 
The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Jessup,  D.D.,  was  nominated  and,  on  motion, 
the  Secretary  was  authorized,  by  unanimous  consent,  to  cast  one 
ballot  for  each  Order  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jessup;  which  being  done 
Dr.  Jessup  was  declared  duly  elected.  He  took  his  seat  as  Pre¬ 
siding  Officer. 

Mr.  George  D.  Whedon  was  nominated  for  Trustee  of  the 
Parochial  Fund,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  McGrew.  On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
one  ballot  each  for  each  Order ;  which  being  done  Mr.  Whedon  was 
declared  elected. 

On  motion,  the  name  of  the  Rev.  John  Oaksford  was  omitted 
from  the  Official  List  of  Clerical  Delegates,  he  having  removed 
from  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ferris,  for  the  Committee  on  Redistribution  of 
Diocesan  Boundaries,  made  the  following  report  which,  on  motion, 
was  received  and  the  committee  continued. 

Resolutions  Passed  at  a  Joint  Meeting  of  the  Several  Committees  of 

the  Dioceses  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  Redistribution  of 
Diocesan  Boundaries 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  committees  heretofore  appointed  by  the  Conventions 
of  the  Dioceses  of  New  York,  Albany,  Central  New  York,  and  Western  New 
York  on  Redistribution  of  Diocesan  Boundaries  in  the  State  of  New  York,  held 
at  Syracuse,  November  13th,  1918,  it  was  unanimously  resolved: 

1.  That  the  associated  committees  here  assembled,  without  prejudice  to 
further  consideration,  approve  the  project  presented  by  the  committee  repre¬ 
senting  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  for  the  delineation  into  dioceses  of 
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the  territory  now  comprised  in  the  dioceses  of  New  York,  Albany,  Central 
New  York  and  Western  New  York,  as  exhibited  in  the  schedule  appended 
hereto. 

2.  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dewees,  and  Mr.  George 
Zabriskie  be  appointed  a  committee  to  notify  the  Bishops  of  the  several  dioceses 
of  the  State  of  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  and  to  obtain  an  expression  of 
their  views. 

3.  That  the  several  committees  in  their  report  to  their  respective  Diocesan 
Conventions  incorporate  the  above  resolutions.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council 
the  desirability  of  closer  relations  between  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  and  the  Diocesan  Missionary  machinery ;  and,  on  motion, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  the  matter  of  more  thoroughly  coordinating  the  business 
relation  between  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  and  the  Board  of  Missions 
be,  and  hereby  is,  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  communicated  to  the 
Council  a  cablegram  recently  sent  to  Bishop  Brent. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  until  1:45  p-  M- 
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Thursday,  2:00  p.  m. 

The  Presiding  Officer  called  the  Council  to  order  for  business. 
The  Secretary  read  two  communications  from  Bishop  Brent,  as 
follows : 

Chaplain’s  Office,  G.  H.  Q. — A.  E.  F., 

1  June,  1918. 

Dear  Mr.  Burrows: 

I  received  your  cable  conveying  to  me  the  affectionate  greetings  of  the 
Council  last  Monday  upon  my  return  from  the  Front.  It  was  good  to  get  the 
message.  I  am  also  both  relieved  and  happy  over  your  decision  to  elect  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  great  uncertainty  that  wraps  the  future  makes  it  a 
wise  step.  My  conclusion  to  advise  it  came  slowly,  but  when  I  reached  it  I 
felt  certain  it  was  the  proper  course  to  pursue.  I  have  had  it  on  my  conscience 
that  you  had  been  kept  six  months  already  without  regular  Episcopal  care 
through  me.  Now  I  know  that  this  will  speedily  be  remedied.  Whoever  you 
choose  will  be  my  choice  and  I  shall  look  forward  to  the  day  when  we  shall 
work  together. 

I  write  at  a  moment  of  intense  anxiety.  No  one  can  foretell  what  horrors 
lie  ahead.  The  rapid  advance  of  the  Germans. is  beyond  the  worst  that  was 
feared.

Dear  Mr.  Burrows: 

Your  cable  did  reach  me  though  after  some  delay.  It  gave  me  a  sense  of 
relief  and  satisfaction.  The  action  of  the  Diocese  is,  I  am  sure,  wise,  and  I 
am  praying  God  for  wisdom  in  choosing  a  Coadjutor.  My  hope  is  that  many 
years  will  be  given  me  at  the  close  of  the  war  to  serve  side  by  side  with  him. 

It  was  only  last  week  that  I  got  a  copy  of  Mr.  Tully’s  resolution.  No  word 
of  encouragement  has  given  me  the  joy  that  this  has.  I  do  feel  that  rare  sup¬ 
port  holds  up  my  hands.  I  have  again  and  again  laid  the  whole  case  before 
God.  He  knows  how  honest  my  purpose  is  to  serve  His  Kingdom.  But 
added  to  the  growing  consciousness  of  His  protection  and  guidance  I  have  the 
assurance  of  the  sympathy  of  those  who  are  my  chief  responsibility  in  the 
Church  as  well  as  of  great  masses  of  Christians  throughout  America,  and,  I 
may  add,  England. 

I  am  proud  to  head  the  Honor  Roll  of  De  Veaux.  I  had  a  letter  from  an 
alumnus  in  the  service  a  few  days  since.  I  hope  that  the  W.  N.  Y.  men  will 
continue  to  make  themselves  known  to  me.  I  have  run  across  quite  a  number. 

I  am  writing  as  our  men  are  standing  the  shock  of  battle  in  the  new  offensive. 
They  are  splendid  in  their  courage  and  invincible  purpose.  May  God  soon 
make  the  science  of  force  give  way  to  what  Kidd  calls  the  “Science  of  Power.”

Whereas,  no  trustee  of  either  of  the  parties  hereto,  either  as  a  trustee  or  as  a 
member,  has  any  pecuniary  interest  in  either  of  the  parties,  except  that  the 
secretary  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  receives  a  salary  for  services  performed 
by  him  as  secretary; 
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Now ,  therefore,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  said  Chapter  239  of  the  Laws  of 
1915  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants 
and  promises  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  do  hereby  consolidate  with  each 
other,  and  do  hereby  set  forth  and  agree  upon  the  following  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  consolidation,  and  the  following  mode  of  carrying  the  same  into 
effect : 

1 .  All  the  property,  of  every  species,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  and  things 
in  action,  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  subject  to  all  its  obligations  or  liabilities  of 
every  description,  shall  be  assigned  and  transferred  to  the  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

2.  The  Church  Pension  Fund  assumes  and  agrees  to  continue  to  pay,  at  the 
rates  and  amounts  and  during  the  periods  customary  at  the  date  of  the  agree¬ 
ment,  subject  to  the  existing  regulations  or  established  customs  of  the  Christ¬ 
mas  Fund,  all  the  annual  allowances  which  heretofore  have  been  granted  by  the 
Christmas  Fund  to  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  or  to  the  widows  or  children  of 
deceased  clergymen;  and  to  assume  and  pay  all  other  obligations  or  liabilities, 
if  any  there  be,  of  every  description  which  may  have  been  assumed  or  incurred 
by  the  Christmas  Fund. 

3.  The  Church  Pension  Fund  agrees  that  subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter 
mentioned  it  will  grant  and  will  pay  allowances  at  the  rates  and  amounts 
customary  at  the  date  of  this  agreement,  and  subject  to  the  existing  regulations 
or  established  customs  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

a.  To  all  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  who  were  canoni¬ 
cally  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  at  the  time  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  held  in  May,  1918,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  who  have  since  become  or 
shall  become  hereafter  eligible  under  the  existing  regulations  or  established 
customs  of  the  Christmas  Fund  to  receive  allowances  from  the  Christmas  Fund 
if  this  agreement  had  not  been  made; 

h.  To  all  persons  who  are  or  shall  become  widows  or  children  of  clergymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  latter  being  at  the  time  aforesaid 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  and  who  have  since 
died  or  shall  hereafter  die  leaving  widows  or  children  who  are  or  shall  become 
eligible,  under  the  existing  regulations  or  established  customs  of  the  Christmas 
Fund,  to  receive  allowances  from  the  Christmas  Fund  if  this  agreement  had 
not  been  made; 

Provided 

c.  That  in  all  cases  the  clergymen  referred  to  in  this  article  has  not  been 
eligible  to  have  assessments  paid  on  their  behalf  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  or 
to  share  in  the  benefit  of  the  accrued  Liabilities  Fund  of  the  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

4.  The  property  received  by  tha  Church  Pension  Fund  from  the  Christmas 
Fund,  together  with  any  accretions  thereof,  shall  be  held  by  the  Church  Pen¬ 
sion  Fund  as  a  separate  fund,  distinct  from  all  other  funds  or  property,  the 
securities  and  investments  whereof,  together  with  all  reinvestments  of  said 
fund,  shall  be  listed  and  described  in  a  separate  account  designated  as  the 
Christmas  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York.  The  Capital  shall  not  be  spent  but  shall  be  held  intact.  The 
income  shall  be  applied: 

a.  To  reimburse  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  all  expenditures  for  the  relief 
of  clergymen  and  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen,  which 
expenditures  have  been  expressly  assumed  pursuant  to  this  agreement : 
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b.  When  the  Church  Pension  Fund  shall  have  been  so  reimbursed,  to  pay 
pension  assessments  which  shall  be  imposed  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund  for  the 
benefit  of  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York 
in  accordance  with  such  directions  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  given  by  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  directions,  in  accordance  with 
such  regulations  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

5.  The  name  of  the  consolidated  corporation  shall  be  The  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

f .  The  location  of  the  principal  office  or  place  of  business  of  the  consolidated 
corporation  shall  be  in  the  County  of  New  York,  at  such  place  as  from  time  to 
time  the  corporation  shall  appoint. 

7.  The  number  of  trustees  of  the  consolidated  corporation  shall  be  eighteen 
or  such  other  number  as  the  consolidated  corporation  may  by  its  constitution  or 
amendment  thereof  hereafter  specify,  provided,  however,  that  the  number  of 
the  trustees  shall  never  be  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  twenty-five. 

8.  The  names  of  the  trustees  who  shall  manage  the  concerns  of  the  con¬ 
solidated  corporation  for  the  first  year,  and  for  such  further  periods,  respec¬ 
tively,  as  are  hereinafter  provided,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their 
places  are  the  following,  and  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  divided  into  and  shall 
constitute  the  three  following  classes  of  six  trustees  each,  which  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  designated  as  first  class,  second  class  and  third  class,  serving,  respec¬ 
tively,  for  the  terms  provided  in  the  Constitution  hereinafter  referred  to,  viz. :

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1 1 .  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  all  the  powers 
specified  in  Article  II,  Section  6,  of  the  said  Constitution,  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  shall  consist  in  the  first  instance  of  the  following  nine  Trustees:

12.  So  soon  as  the  consolidation  hereby  agreed  upon  shall  be  approved  by 
the  council  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  and  shall  be  consummated  by 
the  entry  of  the  order  of  the  Court  pursuant  to  Chapter  239  of  the  Laws  of  1915 
of  the  State  of  New  York  aforesaid,  the  consolidation  shall  be  carried  into 
effect  by  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  or  by  the 
said  Executive  Committee,  or  partly  by  the  Board  and  partly  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  doing  and  performing,  and  by  directing  the 
doing  and  performing  of,  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or  appropriate  to  the  end 
that  the  consolidated  corporation  shall  immediately  take  possession  of  all  the 
property  and  assets,  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  and  perform  all  the  obligations, 
of  the  parties  hereto,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Chapter  239  of  the 
Laws  of  1915  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

13.  Any  and  every  devise  or  bequest  contained  in  or  created  by  any  last 
will  and  testament,  and  any  and  every  gift  contained  in  or  created  by  any 
instrument  in  writing  or  otherwise  constituted,  made  or  taking  effect  either 
before  or  after  the  consolidation  herein  provided  for  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
either  of  the  parties  to  this  joint  agreement  shall  not  fail  by  reason  of  such 
consolidation,  but  the  same  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  the  property  of 
the  consolidated  corporation,  and  each  of  the  parties  to  this  joint  agreement 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  continued  and  to  exist  in  and  by  the  consolidated  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  the  consolidated  corporation  shall  receive  and  hold  and  administer 
and  use  all  such  devises,  bequests  and  gifts  subject  to  the  respective  terms  and 
conditions  thereof  named  in  such  devise,  bequest  or  gift;  and  the  title  to  all 
real  and  personal  estate  and  all  rights  and  privileges  acquired  or  enjoyed  by 
either  of  the  parties  to  this  joint  agreement  shall  not  be  deemed  to  revert  or  to 
be  impaired  by  the  consolidation  herein  contemplated  or  by  anything  relating 
thereto. 


14.  This  agreement  by  the  parties  hereto  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
same  by  the  certificate  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Insurance  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  as  provided  in  the  said  Chapter  239  of  the  Laws  of  1915  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  if  and  when  the  same  has  been  so  approved  by  said  certificate 
the  parties  hereto  shall  forthwith,  by  their  respective  officials  whose  names 
are  hereto  annexed,  who  are  hereby  authorized  so  to  do,  make  application,  by 
petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  County  of  New  York, 
for  an  order  consolidating  the  said  corporations  parties  hereto,  pursuant  to 
said  Chapter  239  of  the  Laws  of  1915  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  this  agree¬ 
ment  is  subject  to  the  entry  of  order  of  the  Courts  as  in  said  Chapter  provided. 

15.  This  agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  subject  as 
aforesaid,  so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  executed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the 
trustees  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  trustees 
of  the  party  of  the  second  part. 
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In  Witness  Whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  caused  this  joint  agreement 
to  be  signed  in  their  behalf  by  their  respective  authorized  officials  and  their 
corporate  seals  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  attested  by  their  respective  secretaries, 
and  at  least,  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  each  of  said 
corporations  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals  the  day  and  year  first 
above  written.

RESOLUTIONS 

Whereas,  Resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Eighty-first  Annual  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  authorizing,  empowering  and  directing  the  Christmas  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  to  take 
all  necessary  steps  for  the  consolidation  of  said  Christmas  Fund  with  the  Church 
Pension  Fund,  and  directing  that  the  agreement  of  consolidation,  containing 
the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  said  resolutions  and  such  others  as  may 
seem  to  be  advisable,  when  in  a  form  approved  by  the  said  Pension  Fund  and 
the  said  Christmas  Fund,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  for 
its  approval;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Christmas  Fund  has  reported  to  this  Council,  through  its 
Secretary,  Eugene  C.  Denton,  such  agreement  of  consolidation,  which  has  been 
duly  approved  by  the  said  Pension  Fund  and  the  said  Christmas  Fund,  and 
has  been  executed  by  the  said  Christmas  Fund  and  signed  by  two-thirds  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  agreement, 
and  is  now  in  process  of  being  executed  by  said  Pension  Fund  and  of  being 
signed  by  two-thirds  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  thereof,  the  terms  of  said  agree¬ 
ment  pro\iding  that  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York: 

Resolved,  That  the  said  agreement  and  the  action  of  the  said  Christmas 
Fund  in  executing  the  same  be  and  they  hereby  are  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Tyler  presented  the  following  resolution  which, 
on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  standing  vote : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  this  Council  express  to  Almighty  God  its  devout 
thankfulness  at  the  signing  of  the  armistice  and  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  in 
the  earnest  hope  that  in  the  near  future  permanent  peace  will  be  agreed  to. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ransom,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  record  on  our  minutes,  and  to  communicate  to  the  widow  and 
family,  the  appreciation  of  this  Council  of  the  services  rendered  to 
the  Diocese  the  last  year  by  the  late  Bishop  C.  S.  Olmsted;  and  to 
include  to  the  widow  and  family  an  expression  of  our  sincere 
sympathy. 

On  motion,  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Council  were  voted  the 
Rector,  Vestry  and  people  of  St.  Paul’s  parish  for  the  splendid 
hospitality  enjoyed. 

On  motion,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the  sexton 
of  the  parish. 

The  minutes  were  read  and,  on  motion,  adopted. 

After  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin,  the  Council,  on  motion, 
adjourned ;  to  meet  again  on  the  call  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority

St.  Paul’s  Church,  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
Thursday,  February  6,  1919,  11:00  a.  m. 

Pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.D.,  and  in  accordance  with  notices  duly 
issued  by  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee,  an  adjourned 
meeting  of  the  Third  Special  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York  convened  at  the  above  time  and  place. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
officiating,  assisted  by  the  Revered  Clergy  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee, — C.  M.  Sills,  D.D.,  C.  A.  Jessup,  D.D.,  W.  A.  R.  Goodwin, 
D.D.,  C.  J.  Davis,  and  the  two  Archdeacons,  the  Ven.,  the  Rev. 
N.  W.  Stanton,  and  the  Ven.,  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Davis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  service,  it  being  his  first  appearance  as 
the  Official  Head  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles 
Henry  Brent,  D.D.,  was  formally  received  and  welcomed  by  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Sills,  D.D., 
in  the  name  of  the  Diocese;  to  which  welcome  and  reception  the 
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Bishop  responded,  appropriately,  according  to  the  ritual  set  forth 
for  the  occasion. 

(For  form  of  service  of  reception,  and  for  addresses  of  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Bishop,  see  appendix  I.) 


Thursday,  2  :oo  p.^m. 

The  President,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  called  the  Council  to 
order,  opening  with  prayers. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  there  was  more  than  the  required 
number  of  delegates  present,  entitled  to  seats,  both  clerical  and  lay, 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  There  were,  in  all,  seventy 
Clerical  Delegates,  and  Eighty-three  Lay  Delegates  representing 
forty-eight  parishes  and  missions,  present  at  this  session  of  the 
Council.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  also  was  present. 

The  Bishop  spoke  briefly  respecting  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Annual  Council  last  May,  at  Jamestown,  calling  upon  the 
parishes  so  far  as  possible,  to  increase  Clerical  salaries  by  at  least 
twenty  per  cent.,  and  expressed  it  as  his  desire  that  the  parishes 
and  missions  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the 
resolution. 

The  Bishop  spoke  also  of  the  needs  of  the  Church  War  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  urged  that  offerings  be  taken  throughout  the  Diocese  with 
a  view  to  raising,  as  a  minimum,  the  sum  asked  of  us.  Also,  of  a 
plan  suggested  by  the  War  Commission,  whereby  the  government 
of  the  United  States  would  be  asked  to  send  from  the  war  fronts 
groups  of  chaplains  to  counsel  with  the  parishes  of  the  land  as  to 
preparations  for  the  welfare  of  returning  soldiers  and  sailors. 

The  Bishop  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the  names 
of  several  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  who  are  serving  as  chaplains 
of  the  Army  or  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  as  Secretaries  in  the  Y.M.C.A. 
making  special  mention  of  their  distinguished  and  heroic  services 
and  suggesting  that  suitable  messages  be  sent  to  them  by  the 
Council. 

The  Bishop  referred  to  the  Annual  Council  to  be  held  next  May, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  he  may  be  present  and  preside.  He 
announced  that  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  will  be  the  place  of 
meeting. 

The  Bishop  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  had  been 
called,  primarily,  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Hon.  S.  S.  Brown,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  by  request  of  the  Standing  Committee 
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presented  the  following  resolution  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted 
almost  unanimously ;  there  being  but  one  dissenting  voice : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Special  Diocesan  Council  do  hereby  respectfully  and 
earnestly  ask  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  to  withdraw  his  request  for  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Speaking  upon  the  above  resolution,  before  the  vote,  the  Bishop 
called  for  serious  consideration  of  the  proposition  presented,  before 
action  be  taken. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lord,  it  was  unanimously  resolved 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  send  a  message  of 
greeting  and  congratulations  to  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Diocese  now  serving  as  Chaplains  and  Secretaries  in  the  various 
War  agencies  on  the  several  war  fronts,  and  with  the  Navy  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  North  presented  the  following  resolution  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted  by  a  large  majority. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  from 
the  Archdeaconry  of  Buffalo,  and  two  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  from  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Rochester,  be  appointed  to  canvass  the  Diocese  with  the 
purpose  of  raising  two  hundred'  thousand  dollars  to  add  to  the  Fund  for  the 
Support  of  the  Episcopate;  said  sum  to  be  a  Thanksgiving  Offering  for  the 
termination  of  the  war  and  as  an  especial  appreciation  of  the  acceptance  by  our 
illustrious  and  beloved  Bishop  of  his  election  to  the  bishoprick  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York. 

(For  Committee,  see  end  of  these  minutes). 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mosher  presented  the  following  resolution  which, 
on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  reports  of  the  following  Committees  and  Boards,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Financial  Board,  the  Board  of 
Religious  Education,  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  the  Social 
Service  Committee,  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Parochial  Fund,  and  the  Trustees  of  De  Veaux  School,  shall  hereafter  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  meetings  held  and  of  the  attendance  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  or  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ferris  moved  the  discharge  with  the  thanks  of  the 
Council,  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  of 
last  May  to  assist  in  raising  the  Diocesan  apportionment  for 
General  Missions;  which  motion,  by  vote,  was  adopted:. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin  it  was : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  recommend  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions  that  they  consider  the  advisability  of  asking  the 
parishes  to  contribute,  if  possible,  twenty-five  per  cent,  above  the  minimum 
amount  of  the  parish  apportionment. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cooper,  the  following  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  request  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  pay  to  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education,  and  the  Provincial 
Commission  on  Religious  Education,  the  sums  apportioned  to  this  Diocese  for 
the  Religious  Education  work  of  the  Church ;  such  sums  to  be  raised  by  direct 
assessment  on  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sills,  for  the  Standing  Committe  on 
the  Admission  of  Churches,  St.  Clement’s  parish,  Buffalo,  was 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Stanton,  the  hearty  thanks  of  the 
Council  were  tendered  the  Rector,  Vestry  and  parishioners  of  St. 
Paul’s  parish,  for  the  splendid  hospitality  rendered. 

On  motion,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the 
sexton  of  the  parish. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Committee  on  Greetings  to 
Army  and  Navy  chaplains  and  Red  Cross  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secre¬ 
taries  : 

The  Revs.  W.  R.  Lord,  D.  L.  Ferris,  and  Mr.  J.  Lewis. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  North,  the  Secretary  of  the  Council 
was  authorized  to  print  and  distribute  copies  of  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  and  Cano'ns  of  the  Diocese,  adopted  since  the  last 
revision. 

Announcement  was  made  of  various  Committee  and  Board 
meetings. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Willis  a  message  of  condolence  was  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  late  Bishop  Courtney. 

On  motion,  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council 
were  ordered  printed. 

On  motion,  the  Diocese  gratefully  accepted  certain  souvenirs  of 
the  war,  brought  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  ruins  of  the 
great  cathedral,  at  Rheims,  and  of  the  Cloth  Hall  at  Ypres,  France, 
and  presented  by  him  to  the  Diocese ;  to  be  imbedded  in  the  walls 
of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  if  permission  is  granted. 

The  minutes  were  read  and,  on  motion,  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Special  Council,  after  prayers, 
adjourned,  sine  die.

The  hymn  being  ended ,  the  Bishop  shall  approach  the  chancel ,  attended  by  the 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  by  the  Archdeacons  of  the  Diocese ,  and  an 
address  of  welcome  shall  be  read.  (For  Address  of  Welcome  see  (B)  of  this 
Appendix). 

Then  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee ,  standing  before  the  Bishop  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Choir,  shall  say, 

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  we  have  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
and  acknowledging  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Brent,  Doctor  in 
Divinity,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  We  are  possessed  of 
the  vote  of  this  Council  that  he  his  been  duly  elected  and  chosen  to  this  office; 
and  we  have  the  required  canonical  consents  to  our  choice  from  the  Bishops 
and  the  Standing  Committees  of  this  Church. 

Then  shall  he  dxliver  to  the  Bishop  the  Pastoral  Staff,  saying, 

In  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  I  do  receive  and 
acknowledge  you,  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Brent,  Doctor  in 
Divinity,  as  Bishop  and  chief  pastor  of  the  same;  and  in  token  thereof,  give 
into  your  hands  the  pastoral  staff  used  by  your  predecessors  in  the  high  and 
sacred  office  to  which  you  have  been  chosen  and  appointed. 

Then  the  Bishop  shall  say, 

I,  Charles  Henry  Brent,  receive  this  Pastoral  Staff  at  your  hands,  as  the 
.  pledge  and  token  of  my  acknowledgment  as  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  and 
promise  to  be  a  faithful  shepherd  over  you;  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Then  shall  be  said,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee ,  the  Prayers 
following,  all  devoutly  kneeling;  the  officiating  Minister  first  pronouncing. 

The  Lord  be  with  you. 

Answer.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Minister.  Let  us  pray. 
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Most  gracious  God,  the  Giver  of  all  good  and  perfect  gifts,  Who  of  Thy  wise 
providence  hast  appointed  divers  Orders  in  Thy  Church ;  Give  Thy  grace,  we 
beseech  Thee,  to  Thy  servant.,  to  whom  the  charge  of  this  Diocese  is  committed; 
and  so  replenish  him  with  the  truth  of  Thy  doctrine,  and  endue  him  with 
innocency  of  life,  that  he  may  faithfully  serve  before  Thee,  to  the  glory  of  Thy 
great  Name,  and  the  benefit  of  Thy  holy  Church;  through  Jesus  Christ,  our 
only  Mediator  and  Redeemer.  Amen. 

O  Holy  Jesus,  Who  hast  purchased  to  Thyself  an  universal  Church,  and  hast 
promised  to  be  with  the  Ministers  of  Apostolic  Succession  to  the  end  of  the 
world;  Be  graciously  pleased  to  bless  the  ministry  and  service  of  him  who  is 
appointed  to  be  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  May  the  words  of  his  mouth,  and 
the  meditation  of  his  heart,  be  always  acceptable  in  Thy  sight,  O  Lord,  our 
strength  and  our  Redeemer.  Amen. 

O  God,  Holy  Ghost,  Sanctifier,  of  the.faithful,  visit,  we  pray  Thee,  the  people 
of  this  Diocese  with  Thy  love  and  favour ;  enlighten  their  minds  more  and  more 
with  the  light  of  the  everlasting  Gospel ;  graft  in  their  hearts  a  love  of  the  truth ; 
increase  in  them  true  religion;  nourish  them  with  all  goodness;  and  of  Thy 
great  mercy  keep  them  in  the  same,  O  blessed  Spirit,  Whom,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Son  together,  we  worship  and  glorify  as  one  God,  world  without  end. 
Amen.

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME 

To  The  Right  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.D.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  by  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  The  Rev.  C.  Morton 
Sills,  D.D. 


Rev.  Father  in  God : 

In  extending  the  welcome  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York 
to  its  bishop  on  his  return  to  this  country  after  his  distinguished 
service  abroad,  the  Standing  Committee,  representing  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  Diocese,  feel  that  the  occasion  is  one  of  unusual 
significance  calling  out  from  their  hearts  the  deepest  feelings  of 
gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  goodness  in  preserving  their 
bishop  through  all  the  perils  of  land  and  sea  and  in  permitting  him 
to  return  to  assume  amongst  them  the  duties  of  his  high  office. 

For  many  months  we  have  anxiously  waited  for  the  time  to  come 
when,  as  fatherless  children,  we  could  welcome  home  one  to  whom 
we  might  open  our  hearts,  as  to  our  father  in  God,  in  the  many 
perplexities  which  so  often  burden  the  life  and  work  of  the  mission¬ 
ary  and  parish  priest. 

But,  while  waiting  for  this  happy  moment,  we  have  most  will¬ 
ingly  put  aside  all  thought  of  our  individual  loss  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  great  honor  conferred  upon  the  diocese  in  having  our  bishop 
chosen  to  discharge  the  duties  of  so  important  an  office,  and  one 
involving  such  great  responsibilities,  as  that  of  Senior  Chaplain  of 
our  forces  abroad. 

To  organize  and  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Chaplains  of  the 
American  Expeditionary  Force,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned, 
required  not  only  boundless  loyalty,  devotion  and  patience,  but 
also  and  especially,  the  executive  ability  of  a  great  statesman. 

“To  make  room  in  society  for  the  Kingdom  of  God,”  which  you 
yourself,  sir,  have  declared  to  be  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  war,  has 
been  so  conspicuously  the  object  of  your  vast  work  in  France  that 
we  most  thankfully  and  heartily  rejoice  with  you  in  having  so 
grandly  and  widely  extended  the  hopes  of  men  towards  the 
accomplishment  of  so  blessed  a  result  of  the  great  conflict. 
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Through  your  influence,  under  the  grace  of  God,  our  men  of  all 
ranks  in  the  army  have  had  held  before  them  the  full  meaning  of 
that  true  service  where  faithfulness  and  honor  are  ever  dearer 
than  life;  where  sacrifice  ensures  the  highest  rewards  and  opens 
to  the  faithful  soul  at  the  solemn  moment  of  its  passing  hence,  the 
splendid  vision  of  the  King  in  His  Beauty. 

We  feel  that  the  whole  Church  and  this  diocese  in  particular  can 
rightly  congratulate  themselves  upon  the  work  in  which  you  have 
taken  so  active  and  conspicuous  a  part  and  we  can  assure  you  that 
whenever  it  shall  be  permitted  you  to  give  your  personal  super¬ 
vision  to  the  work  here  you  will  be  supported  by  the  most  loyal 
and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  clergy  and  laity  to  whom,  in  the 
Providence  of  God,  you  have  been  called  to  minister  as  their  Chief 
Pastor.

THE  BISHOP’S  ADDRESS 

Address  of  Right  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.D., 

Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Western  New  York 
and  Chaplain  General  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces,  Delivered  at  the  Opening  Service  of  the 
Adjourned  Meeting  of  the  Special  Council, 

St.  Paul’s  Church,  Buffalo,  Thursday, 

February  6,  1919,  at  11  O’Clock 

My  friends  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York,  I  give  you  greeting  as  your  chief  pastor. 

It  was  with  mingled  feelings  of  gladness,  of  gratitude  and  of  hope 
that  I  listened  to  your  welcome  to  me  as  voiced  by  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee.  Who  could  not  be  glad  to  come  to 
such  a  glorious  heritage  as  is  mine  ?  Who  could  not  be  glad  because 
beyond  expectation,  God  has  blessed  and  protected  and  guided  me 
so  that  soon,  I  trust,  I  shall  be  able  to  come  to  you,  to  abide  with 
you,  all  the  rest  of  my  days  ?  Gratitude  toward  God  is  reinforced 
by  gratitude  to  you,,  my  friends. 

I  wonder  if,  in  the  history  of  our  Church,  any  bishop  has  ever 
been  treated  with  the  same  generosity  and  trust  and  loyalty  as  has 
characterized  your  relation  to  me  during  the  extremely  trying 
months  of  the  past  year.  It  may  be  that  you  knew  that  it  would 
have  been  quite  impossible  for  me  to  have  borne  the  burden  of 
responsibility,  which  was  thrust  upon  me  in  behalf  of  the  Church 
and  the  Nation,  without  the  kind  of  support  which  you  gave  me. 
That  wonderful  message  that  came  across>  the  seas,  at  a  moment 
when  the  whole  stiuation  was  dark  even  unto  night,  was  just  the 
inspiration  that  I  needed  to  carry  me  on  and  enable  me  to  face  the 
worst  with  determination  that,  even  though  there  might  seem  to  be 
a  victory  on  the  part  of  the  foes  of  righteousness,  there  would  be 
no  victory  over  the  purpose  and  over  the  vision  which  God  had 
given  to  me  in  common  with  all  defenders  of  liberty. 

My  friends,  I  gather  all  the  gratitude  of  an  humble  heart  and  of  a 
wealth  of  affection  in  the  simple  words  “I  thank  you.” 
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My  friends,  I  give  you  “hope,”  that  glorious  gift  that  God  has 
given  to  us  human  beings,  to  us  who  are  like  little  children,  so 
easily  depressed,  so  easily  overborne  by  the  events  and  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  moment — but,  even  in  the  darkest  night,  God  keeps 
burning  the  steady  star  of  hope,  and  now  that  star  is  brilliant  in 
our  sky. 

It  is  true  that  the  cessation  of  hostilities  is  not  the  same  as  peace. 
It  is  true  that  victory  is  only  a  single  step  in  the  direction  of  that 
settled  condition  of  human  life  which  is  called  peace.  None  the 
less,  we  have  at  least  proved  to  God  that  we  were  loyal  to  His 
vision  even  at  the  cost  of  the  most  precous  thing  that  there  is; 
I  mean  the  cost  of  human  life. 

And  now,  although  we  stand  on  the  threshhold  of  a  new  era,  all 
about  us  is  ruin.  Not  only  are  there  shattered  towns  on  what  was 
once  the  great  western  battle  front,  but  there  is  a  shattered  society. 
Only  men  inspired  by  hope  can  secure  sufficient  courage  to  enable 
them  to  lay  their  hands  to  the  work  of  reconstruction,  of  rebuilding 
this  world  that  is  now,  as  we  are  told,  as  the  physical,  the  material, 
world  was  at  the  very  beginning,  in  all  conditions  waste  and  void. 
But  the  Spirit  of  God  is  moving  on  the  face  of  the  deep.  God  is 
asking  us  to  co-operate  with  Him  in  this  tremendous  undertaking. 
And  what  a  wonderful  expression  of  trust  in  human  life  God  has 
given  in  appointing  us — appointing  you  and  me — as  His  co-workers 
in  this  task  of  new  creation.  Remember  that  God,  with  all  His 
almightiness,  is  powerless  to  remake  human  society  unless  human 
soceity  looks  for  the  will  of  God  and  for  opportunity  to  co-operate 
with  Him.  It  is  not  so  much  God  with  us  as  we  with  God.  And 
so  it  is  with  a  triumphant  note  that  we  would  march  out  into  the 
future,  you  and  I,  hand  in  hand,  grateful  for  the  past,  hopeful  for 
the  future. 

I  have  come  into  a  wonderful  heritage.  It  is  not  often  that  one 
is  favored  in  the  ministry  as  I  am  favored.  My  mind  goes  back 
thirty- two  years  and  I  see  myself  a  youth,  fresh  from  college, 
launching  out  into  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  a  new  country  and 
in  a  city  that  was  foreign  to  me.  But  in  that  country  and  in  that 
city  I  found  a  home  which  has  seized  upon  my  affections  to  such 
a  degree  that  nothing  can  ever  tear  my  love  out  of  my  heart. 

I  came  to  your  hospitable  city  and  began  my  ministry  as  a  deacon 
in  the  Church  of  St.  John,  where  I  spent  a  short  period,  but  a 
period  of  very  valuable  apprenticeship.  Then  it  was  in  the  church 
where  I  now  stand — or,  rather,  the  church  which  stood  upon  this 
site  and  which  was  rebuilt  after  the  fire — it  was  here  that  I  began 
my  ministry  as  a  priest.  I  was  not  “to  the  manor  born,”  I  was  a 
foreigner,  but  I  was  never  treated  as  such ;  and  the  time  came  when 
I  found  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  had  so  endeared  them- 
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selves  and  their  fortunes  to  me  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  me 
ever  again  to  leave  them,  and  that  my  life  of  service,  such  as  it 
might  be,  was  at  their  disposal. 

I  cannot  but  recall  with  the  tenderest  affection  the  support  which 
I  had  when  I  undertook  mission  work  at  St.  Andrew’s  during  the 
period  that  I  was  connected  with  St.  Paul’s — and  the  first  love  is 
always  the  dearest  love — and  through  the  intervening  years  the 
memory  of  my  life  and  fellowship  and  ministry  at  St.  Andrew’s 
has  been  constantly  before  me.  Now  you  have  done  me  a  double 
honor,  not  only  in  asking  me  to  come  to  this  great  and  historic 
diocese,  but  in  asking  me  to  come  back  to  my  old  home — and  I 
venture  to  hope  and  believe  that  one  reason  why  you  asked  me  to 
come  is  because  somehow,  long  back,  when  I  first  came  into  your 
midst,  I  touched  something  in  your  hearts  which  made  you  give  me 
a  portion  of  your  affection  and  confidence ;  and  I  have  come  with 
the  determination,  under  God,  to  endeavor  to  justify  your  choice. 

In  the  long  stretch  of  78  years  you  have  had  but  three  bishops, 
and  I  start  to  build  upon  the  foundations  that  they  laid,  some  80 
years  after  this  diocese  was  formed.  Two  of  the  three  bishops  I 
knew  well.  The  first  was  my  first  Diocesan,  Dr.  Cox,  that  great 
scholar  and  theologian.  Then  I  cannot  but  recall  the  fact  that 
when  I  was  asked  to  go  to  the  Far  East  and  take  up  work  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  one  of  the  first  bishops  in  the  Church  to  give 
me  hearty  godspeed  was  your  late  beloved  bishop,  Dr.  Walker. 
It  was  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  shortly  after  I  had  accepted  the 
appointment  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  that  a  missionary  meeting 
was  held,  where  I  was  asked  to  speak  and  where  your  bishop  gave 
me  such  hearty  greeting  and  such  cordial  support,  support  which  I 
had  from  him  until  the  end  of  his  career. 

If  I  can  be  a  worthy  successor  of  the  men  who  have  been  chief 
pastor  in  this  diocese  during  its  existence,  I  will  indeed  thank  God. 

This  is  not  the  moment,  my  friends,  for  me  to  make  any  extended 
survey  of  the  conditions  of  the  diocese,  or  to  lay  plans  before  you  as 
to  the  exact  character  of  the  work  which  I  propose  to  take  up ;  but 
I  do  wish  to  lay  stress  on  two  fundamental  principles  which,  God 
helping  me,  will  be  the  foundation  of  my  life  as  your  chief  pastor. 
The  first  principle  is  that  we  must,  in  an  active  way,  recognize  in 
all  phases  of  life  and  in  every  department  of  society,  we  must  in  a 
practical  way  recognize  the  fact  that  our  God  is  a  God  who  knows 
human  life  from  the  inside  and  who  has  identified  Himself  for  all 
time  with  the  human  race.  There  is  absolutely  no  ray  of  hope  for 
mankind  without  the  towering  fact  for  the  individual  and  for 
society — society  in  its  industrial  phases  and  its  political  as  well  as 
its  more  restricted  religious  aspects — there  is  no  hope  for  society 
without  the  incarnation  as  a  living  force  in  the  life  of  each  one  of  us. 
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What  can  the  sufferers  today  do  without  a  profound  belief  in  God, 
Who  so  loved  human  life  that  He  could  not  be  kept  outside  of  it, 
and  Who  could  not  do  anything  less  than  come  as  man  among  men 
to  reveal  the  glory  of  the  Godhead  and  also  to  reveal  the  glory  of 
manhood.  What  would  we  think  of  a  God  who  had  had  no  actual, 
personal  experience  in  the  suffering  which  you  and  I  know  so  well 
because  we  have  been  passing  through  its  fierce  furnace?  What 
would  we  think  of  a  God  who,  standing  outside  the  world  that  He 
made,  living  in  the  bliss  of  a  distant  heaven,  looked  down  and 
managed  His  creatures  as  though  they  were  puppets  and  part  of  a 
great  mechanism?  It  is  no  such  God  that  you  and  I  worship. 
The  God  we  worship  is  One  who  has  so  completely  identified  Him¬ 
self  with  human  life  that  bvery  pang  that  shoots  through  our  heart 
also  shoots  through  His  heart.  And  He  is  not  a  Titan  who  is 
overborne  and  who  is  defeated  in  the  conflict  with  evil.  He  is  a 
God  who,  in  the  bursts  of  evil  that  are  aimed  against  Him,  becomes 
a  supervictor  and  askes  us  to  unite  our  fortunes  with  his. 

We  then  today  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  such  a  God,  a  God  who, 
out  of  the  scarlet  threads  of  pain,  is  weaving  a  glorious  robe  for  the 
children  whom  He  loves  and  with  whom  He  has  identified  Himself. 

This  brings  me  to  the  second  fundamental  principle.  God  was 
made  man  in  Jesus  Christ — He  was  not  made  “men,”  He  was  made 
“man;”  therefore,  the  individual  has  a  care  in  God’s  sight,  is  cared 
for  by  God,  as  though  each  one  were  the  only  one;  none  the  less, 
we  are  cared  for  not  as  individual  units,  separated  from  one 
another  and  not  organically  united,  we  are  cared  for  as  members  of 
a  body,  as  part  of  a  social  whole — and  that  social  whole  is  the 
family  of  mankind. 

A  short  time  since,  such  a  phrase  as  that  would  have  been  left 
chiefly  to  the  missionary,  the  missionary  who  was  supported 
generously  by  a  few,  tolerated  by  a  considerable  multitude,  despised 
by  many,  and  ignored  by  the  majority — but  today  the  missionary 
principle  is  proclaimed  from  our  high  places,  and  men  are  saying 
“We  can  no  longer  live  a  merely  individual,  selfish  life,  we  have  to 
live  with  the  practical  recognition  of  our  relationship  to  the  whole 
commonwealth  of  mankind.  No  more  can  America  move  back 
into  her  aloof  position ;  no  more  can  we  busy  ourselves  with  mere 
petty  nationalism;  all  that  we  think  and  all  that  we  do  must  be 
colored  by  the  fact  that  our  nation  is  related  to  all  the  nations  of 
the  world  and  is,  in  a  measure,  responsible  for  their  wellbeing.  If 
that  is  true  of  national  affairs,  much  more  is  it  true  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God — and  I  beg  of  you  to  take  your  stand  by  me  and  make 
missions  throughout  the  world  your  chief  interest  as  a  diocese. 
In  so  doing  there  is  not  the  least  danger  of  your  impairing  your 
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own  influence  or  your  deepest  interests ;  on  the  contrary,  they  will 
flourish  anew.  The  more  vigorously  you  give  yourselves  to  those 
far  interests,  the  more  truly  will  the  light  of  God’s  wisdom  and  love 
shine  upon  you  and  your  homes.  I  am  not  thinking  of  money — 
God  forbid!  I  am  thinking  of  the  gift  of  human  life  to  the  cause. 
Awhile  ago  the  bugle  called  men  to  be  led  to  lay  down  their  lives  in 
order  that  the  world  might  be  made  safe  for  democracy. 

We  counted  democracy  such  a  precious  thing  that  we  were  led 
to  give  our  lives  for  it.  But  there  is  something  still  greater  than 
democracy  to  give  life  to.  There  is  the  Kingdom  of  God  that 
must  be  spread  throughout  this  world,  and,  until  it  covers  the 
world  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea,  even  a  “league  of  nations,”  how¬ 
ever  wisely  organized,  cannot  hope  to  maintain  stable  and  righteous 
peace.  The  missionary,  the  despised  missionary,  is  the  greatest 
candlestick  of  God  in  the  whole  of  the  world  at  this  present  time, 
as  he  has  been  in  the  past  and  must  be  in  the  future. 

I  am  thankful  that  the  first  offering  in  my  diocese  should  be  for 
a  little  church  tucked  away  in  a  valley  among  the  mountains  of  the 
Island  of  Luzon.  For  years  the  people  have  been  worshipping 
there  in  a  building  inadequate,  a  building  that  would  not  hold  the 
congregation;  so  that  every  Sunday  almost  you  would  see  them 
kneeling  outside  of  the  doors  and  sometimes  standing  outside  of  the 
windows,  unable  to  enter;  and  I  am  asking  you  today  to  help 
build  a  worthy  church  for  those  humble  people  who  are  our  brothers 
and  sisters. 

And  I  wish — this  I  say  in  conclusion — I  wish  to  establish  a  link 
today  between  America  and  Europe.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  piece 
of  marble  which,  with  another  relic  of  Europe — part  of  a  stone 
pillar — I  wish  to  present  to  this  diocese  with  the  request  that  they 
be  inserted  in  the  walls  of  this  central  church  of  Buffalo  with  a 
suitable  inscription.  And  we  will  always  think  of  them  as  binding 
together  in  spirit  the  old  and  the  new.  This  (indicating  larger  piece 
of  marble)  is  a  fragment  of  the  shattered  altar  of  the  cathedral  at 
Rheims.  I  was  permitted  to  take  it  and  now  I  present  it  to  this 
diocese ;  Rheims  that  speaks  of  the  splendor  of  its  shattered  glory, 
of  the  whole  history  of  France  and  of  the  valor  of  the  French  in  the 
defense  of  the  liberties  of  mankind.  And  when  we  speak  of 
Belgium  we  speak  of  one  of  the  most  heroic,  though  one  of  the 
smallest,  countries  of  Europe.  This  (indicating  smaller  piece  of 
stone)  is  a  piece  of  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  cloth  hall  of  Ypres,  that 
was  picked  up  immediately  after  the  pillar  had  been  shattered  by  a 
shell,  and  which  comes  to  us  fresh  with  the  marks  of  the  vandalism 
that  destroyed  that  glorious  city.  The  courage  and  faith  of  France 
and  the  courage  and  the  endurance  of  Belgium!  Through  these 
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stones  they  speak  to  us  and  bid  us  to  be  as  brave  and  as  true  in 
times  of  peace  as  France  and  Belgium  were  brave  and  true  in  times 
of  war. 

This,  then,  is  my  message  to  you  today;  and  I  pray  God  that, 
before  many  months,  I  may  be  released  from  my  military  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  allowed  to  come  and- share  with  you  my  life  as  long  as 
God  gives  me  life.

CITIZENS’  MEETINGS 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  February  the  sixth,  1919,  the 
citizens  of  Buffalo  held  a  vast  meeting  at  Elmwood  Music  Hall, 
to  welcome  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.D.,  Senior 
Chaplain,  A.  E.  F.,  and  newly  received  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York. 

The  Chairman  of  the  meeting  was  the  Hon.  John  Lord  O’Brian. 

The  program  included  an  Invocation  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H. 
Smith,  D.D.;  Introductory  Address,  by  the  Chairman;  Address 
of  Welcome,  by  Hon.  Arthur  W.  Kreinheder  for  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council;  Address  of  Welcome,  by  Hon.  Daniel  J.  Kenefick, 
for  the  Citizens  of  Buffalo;  Address  of  Welcome,  by  the  Rev. 
S.  V.  V.  Holmes,  D.D.,  for  the  Ministers  of  Buffalo;  and  Address 
by  Bishop  Brent.  The  singing  at  this  meeting  was  led  by  the 
Vested  Choirs  of  the  Episcopal  Churches  of  Buffalo  to  the  number 
of  over  five  hundred. 

On  Friday,  the  day  following,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  the 
City  of  Rochester,  tendered  its  welcome  to  the  Bishop,  for  the 
Citizens  of  Rochester,  at  a  great  luncheon,  at  noon.  And  in  the 
evening  a  splendid  service  was  held  at  Christ  Church,  Rochester, 
the  Bishop  being  the  principal  speaker.

24  Oct.,  1918. 

Dear  Mr.  Burrows: 

Only  to-day  did  I  receive  the  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  for  the 
election  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor.  I  wish  the  mails  had  been  a  little  more 
speedy.  I  have  speculated  as  to  when  the  Council  would  meet  but  it  would 
have  been  a  satisfaction  to  me  had  I  united  my  prayers  with  yours  on  the 
actual  day  of  election. 

It  gives  me  a  great  sense  of  comfort  and  relief  to  know  that  you  have  chosen 
someone  who  will  soon  give  to  the  Diocese  that  pastoral  oversight  in  which 
eventually  I  hope  to  share.  There  are  moments  here  when  the  burden  I  have 
seems  wholly  beyond  my  wisdom  and  strength.  I  frequently  measure  the 
likelihood  of  my  laying  my  body  in  its  last  resting  place  beneath  the  lilies  of 
France.  My  desire  and  hope  is  to  be  allowed  by  God  to  have  sometime  at  least 
for  service  in  the  home  land.  Should  this  not  be  the  lot  ahead  of  me,  I  am  at 
rest  so  far  as  the  future  of  the  Diocese  is  concerned.  As  soon  as  the  Coadjutor 
is  consecrated  continuous  service  is  insured  for  you  whether  I  live  or  die. 

One  believes  that  the  events  of  the  moment  indicate  the  possibility  of  an 
honorable  and  lasting  peace  in  the  not  distant  future,  but  demobilization  is 
going  to  be  a  long  and  trying  process.  The  soldiers  will  have  to  be  given  new 
vision  and  prepared  for  their  return  to  citizen  life.

Dear  Mr.  Burrows: 

Your  notifiication  of  the  adjourned  Special  Council  reached  me  yesterday. 
I  am  glad  to  know  that  I  shall  be  able  to  mingle  my  prayers  with  yours  at  the 
actual  time  of  the  election.  The  election  comes  at  a  wonderful  moment,  when 
at  last  the  cruel  song  of  the  guns  has  ceased  and  peace  is  in  full  sight. 

Of  course  I  cannot  say  at  this  juncture  how  long  my  duties  here  will  hold  me, 
but  you  can  tell  the  Diocese  that  the  very  moment  I  can  honorably  and  con¬ 
scientiously  lay  down  my  task  here,  I  shall  go  to  you.  The  demobilization 
period  will  be  extremely  anxious  and  difficult,  and  if  I  am  needed  I  must  not 
refuse  what  I  have  to  give.

Dear  Mr.  Burrows: 

I  hope  that  both  my  cables  reached  their  destination  duly — the  first  that  the 
future  looked  too  uncertain  to  justify  any  change  of  plans,  the  second  that  I 
hoped  to  be  able  to  spend  the  last  week  in  Janaury  in  Buffalo  unless  some 
emergency  arose  to  forbid  it.  The  latter  was  sent  after  consultation  with  the 
Commander-in-Chief.  Now,  according  to  the  position  of  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment,  it  would  seem  that  no  officer  going  to  America  will  be  allowed  to  return. 
I  am  taking  the  matter  up  today  with  the  Adjutant  General.  Of  course  for 
our  soldiers  the  days  of  the  armistice  and  demobilization  will  be  the  most 
critical  of  all.  We  have  some  plans  which  aim  to  meet  the  perils  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  the  moment,  plans  which  will  tax  our  chaplains  to  the  utmost.  My 
hope  and  expectation  is  that  our  troops  will  be  rushed  home  as  rapidly  as 
possible  now  that  they  have  done  their  work,  and  that  they  will  not  be  called 
upon  to  police  Germany.  I  expect  to  spend  Christmas  with  our  Army  of 
Occupation  in  Coblentz. 

As  soon  as  I  can  get  any  certain  information  I  shall  cable  or  write.  The 
Commission  on  Faith  and  Order  have  wired  me  that  I  have  been  appointed  to 
go  to  Rome  in  connection  with  the  World  Conference.  This  comes  in  February. 

As  I  now  measure  the  situation  I  have  a  reasonable  hope  that  I  may  get  free 
to  take  up  my  life  in  Western  New  York  by  the  spring.  The  moment  I  can 
honorably  and  fairly  relinquish  my  task  here  I  shall  do  so.
